As ir he ſhoulde 
haue ſapd, I ſawe euen one moſt vgly and monſtrous Beaſt 
compcunde dot thoſe foure , the which mp fellow ſernant the 
Pꝛophet Daniel (awe in the ſeuenth ol his booke: the which 
i5catf bath not one! p boꝛowed from Aſhur, that is, from the 
| Babylonians, Medes ę Perſians, the Lyons mouth and beares 
ſeete: no2 from Kittim all ready dead, that is, from the Gre- 
cians, the Lcopardes colour:no: from Gog 4 Magog, that is 
fron: Syria and Egypt, the tenne hoꝛnes and teeth: but hath 
alſo th. Dragon that olde ſerpent ready, euen to giue him his 
whole t ꝛone, power, and authozitp likewtſe: and onelp to the 
untent he might be the moze able to make lwarre agaynſt this

Fon as theLozd Jeſus was that Michael, that ffwd bp 
foꝛ the defence ol his people againft thoſe tyꝛantes in Daniel, 
euen ſo was he in like manner in the dayesof theſe pꝛophane 
Emperours: fo2 he ſought againſt them as ryding bppona 
white hozle, and as haning a boy in his hand with ſharpe 
arrowes,to pearce the harts of them his enimies. And moze- 
ouer, as he was a judge ſittyng vpon a fiery Th:one, from 
whole pꝛeſente riuers offire iſſued to conſume thoſe beaſtes 
in Daniel: enen ſo was he inlike manner in the dayes of this 
beaſt þ Romane Emperonrs : fo; he ſent his thzeefold iudge· 
mentes bpon them, as ſwoꝛde, ſamine, t death altogether: the 
which plagnes were erpzefſed by th:& hozles, red, blacke x 
pale. So that like as theſe pzophane Emperours had ſhed the 
blod of his ſernantes the holy martp:s , even ſo the holy and 
tuff Loꝛde was ſtirred bp with renonge to ſpill and ſhed their 
blood, to gtue it them in great aboundance fo dzinke : and in 
the ende vtterly to rote them out. So then this beaſthaning |

Jn this fayth Moſes when he came to 
age, refuſed fo be called the ſonne of Pharaohes daughter, 
and choſed rather fo ſuffer aduerũtie with the people of God 
then to intoy the pleaſures of ſinne foꝛ a ſeaſon,eſfeeming the 
rebukes of Chzilt greater riches then all the treaſures of 
Egypt: foz he had reſpect vnto the recompence of the re- 
warde. And in this fayth he foꝛſwke Egypt, and f:arcd not 
the kings fiercenefſe,foz he indured as he that ſaw him which 
is inuiſible : and in this faith he oꝛdayned the Paſſeoner and 
the effuſion of blood, leaſt he that deſtroycd the fl. ſt boꝛne 
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whence alſo after a ſaꝛt he had receiued him. In ;;
